Of all the problems | connected 
with the building up and mainten- 
ance of a powerful alr force the 
Most difficult and urgent Is the 
provision of personnel, and their 
training. It is not sufficient taj. 
possess what"ls called “First line” 
strength: there must be men and 
equipment to meet sudden dem- 
ands to repair the heavy wastage 
of active service. 


Production of aircraft on a big 
scale'ls a fairly simple matter, pro- 
vided measures are taken in good 
time, and this difficulty ts being 
overcome by steps now being taken 
to secure the co-operation of en- 
Gineering firms outside the » air- 
craft industry, some of them to un- 
dertake thé manufacture of the 
wines. and bodies of aeroplanes, 
others for the rapid production of 
engines. 


But the baste. problem, . as in 
many other matters, is that of men, 
those to fly the aircraft, and those 
té maintainithem in flying condi- 
tion; and this also is true as reg- 
ards alr transport.. It Is the critic- 
al problem. of confronting those 
countries. Great Britain. especially, 
which are preparing for expansion 
of the alr'lines, and at. the same 
time for expansion of the alr arm. 

Whether conscription be a satis- 
factory method of peace time for 
obtaining personnel for an army or 
a Meet is a question on which there 
are divided~opinions, but there can 
be ttle doubt that ‘anything ap 
proaching compulsion . of service 
in the case of an air force, whet- 
her for its flying or for Its main- 
tenance, could only result in fatal 
inefficiency, ° 


It may be. doubted whether the 
measures now being taken for find- 
ing. personnel for our expanding 
Air Force are sufficient, althaugh it 
is’ difficult to see how re could 
have been done in the time.

PUBLIC, WORKS

and unfairness. will react adversely 
upon himself when he, ‘perhaps of

when converted into sterling, re-, 
presented only £30,000.
